facilities. Further USPA will urge the Austrian Government to 
provide living accommodation for IRO personel and their 
families for which IRO or IRO personnel will pay the Austrian

We sre sorry it is taking so long to produce final 
instructions for you on the question of French recruitment 
of Germen labour, but we are doing what we can to expedite 
matters.

In the meantime we would like to draw your attention to 
one amendment which requires to be made in the dreft letter 
from the French side enclosed with your letter 111/75/47 of 
the 5th June last. The French assumption that U.N.K.R.A, 
does not or did not function in the British zone of Austria 
is not entirely correct. 


U.N.R.R.-A. Of course was responsible for the maintenance 
of displaced persons in Austria in mech the sate way as in 
Germany, any difference being due to the existence in Austria 
of an independent Austrian Government which bore the cost of 
supplies for the maintenance of displaced persons. Some of 
the responsibilities of U.N,&.R.A. in Austria as in Germany 
are now being assumed by the Preparatory Commission of the 
International Refugee Organisation. This means that there 
is no question of a direct charge falling on the British 
authorities as the result of the retention in the British 
zone of Austria for two months of the dependents of the 
displaced person. recruits, and likewise no necessity for 
repayment in schillings by the Prench. In consequence, the 
three last paragraphs on pege 4 of the draft (En conséquence 
esses des familles) come out, and the second paragraph on 
the same pege can, we suggest, be amended as Pollows :- 


"The British authorities in Germany and Auetrie will 
arrange With the eppropriate authorities for the 
maintenance of such dependents pending their departure 
for France and ....." (running straight on into the 
paragraph beginning "Je vous ai indiqué ....."). 


We have used the word ‘dependents’ where the French draft 
says 'familles’. We have suggested a definition of ‘dependents’ 
dn our draft of the detailed Agreement on this subject to be 
concluded in Berlin at a later date between the British and 
French authorities there.

As the result of his recent visit to Belgrade 
Majer General Maclean has brought back draft heads of 
agreement covering a number of disputed questicns about 
the treatment of Yugoslav naticnals in territories under 
British ccntrel. Following are two mattersof special 
interest tc you, 


(i) In vie: of repeated disturbances on 
Carinthian frontier, Yugoslav Government is most 
anxicus that Yugoslavs in displiced persons camps in 
Austria should be removed fron that country, together 

with Yugoslavs in the area outside the camps, These 
num! out 6,000 and 14,000 respectively, es 
it is unlikely that of the second category more than 
9,000 would actually fall to be removed, The only 
possible imiediate destination for these people 
appears tc be the British zone of Germany. They 
have not yet been screened for I.R.0, eligibility but 
they are believed to be a normal cross-section of 
Yugoslav displeced persons so that probably 80% will 
guality for I,R.0,, who would assume responsibility 
or them, This means that perhaps three or four 
theusand would reiiain as a German responsibility, 
There is n eason why they should nct be employed 
on suitable work in Germany. There ould be advantage 
in making this move in crder to break down tension 
which now exists in Carinthia and Northern Yugoslavia 
and to remove one of the principal causes of Yugoslav 
agitation for a rectification of the Carinthian 
THontier. 


__} (ii) Yugoslav Government made a violent attack 
cn so-called politico-military Yugoslav organisaticns 
alleged to be maintained in Austria and Germany. In 
particular, they we-e strongly hostile tc Yugoslav 
participation in the Civilian Mixed ‘Jatchnen"s Corps 
and wish us te put an end to it. 

In spite of its name and terms of service there are 

reports that this corps still maintains military charac- 

teristics, that its menbers often bear arms, hen not 
authorised tc do so, vear badges and insignia of military 
rank, and are drilled. There have also been two recent 
incidents where members of this corps acted in a hostile

manner towards Yugoslav liaison officers. It is also 
reported that employment in this corps may act as a deter- 
rent to repatriation or resettlement in spite of the 
aonth's notice on either side in the terms of service. 

in view ef these considerations it is suggested that 
Yugoslavs might be better employed in other forms of work 
particularly forestry and timbey-felling. Even if Yugoslav 
Criticisms are exaggerated, thexe is nc doubt that to meet 
then on this potae would remove one of their principal 
grievances’ and help to obtain a general agreement with 
them on displaced perscns questicns involving important 
concessions on their side. Ve would therefore like you 
to consider whether Yugoslavs at present employed in 

hiixed Vatchmen's Corps could be dischared in the near 
future and employed in other work. There would be no 
further recruitment of Yugoslavs for this corps. 


2. We are very anxicus to try to reach some agree- 
ment with the Yugoslavs as soon as possible over the whole

There were som 20,000 Yugoslavs in Austria of whom 6,000 were 
dn oamps and a further 9,000 could easily be fod. This would be 
good labour material for Germny, and three quarters of them would 
certainly be "White" and thercfare an I.R.0. responsibility. They 
should bo removed from Austria before screcning. 


SIR GIIMOUR JENKINS pointed out that although the British 
authoritics in Austria agreed that Yugoslavs should be removed their 
Opposite numbers in Germany objected strongly to being made a dumping 
ground, They would prefer to have the Yugoslavs screened in 
Austria and to take the “greys", the "whites" should be resettled 
direct fran Austria. Yugoslavs were already being taken for 
"Westward Ho", 


MR, DEAN said that the French Government had complained of 
shortage of labour; it might be possible to press them to recruit 
Yugoslavs, 


GHVERAL MCLEAN said that any Yugoslavs left in Austria would 
continue to intrigue and cowe tension on the frontier. Moreover under 
his draft agreement Yugoslavia would havo a mission accompanying the 
Maclean mission. Ho would not like to have them in Carinthia since 
they would algost certainly indulge in clandestine activities. 


MR. JEBB sold that if it wore impossible to remove Yugoslavs 
it would be best to sorocn thom quiokly wherever possible. It shauld 
not take long to soreon the 6,000 in camps.

SIR GIIMOUR JENKINS said that the chances of moving 
even the 6,000 Yugoslavs who are in camps to Germny and of keeping 
them under control there, was very slight.

After prolonged negotiations, involving a multitude of small points, 
the Agreement with Germany was signed on the 28th June by Altemeyer with the 
Commander=in-Chief, and we hope the Austrian Agreement will shartly be 
Signed too. 


The moral to be drawn from theses negotiations seems to me that 
you cannot negotiate an Agreement of this nature at long renge. If we had

4. Recaloitrant Poles. 


We have notified the War Office that we are not happy about 
their proposal to send about 8,000 Polish Recalcitrants from the United 
Kingdom to Germany for employment in C.M.L.O. Our main line of resistance 
has been that we are likely to find ourselves embarrassed on the score that 
every time we accept non-Germans into our Zone oux case for resisting the 
entry of more refugees is further weakenea, The War Office have referred 
the whole question back to B.A.0.R., and there the matter rests at present.

(4) The establishment of a Central Committee for Jews in 
the Zone. Mr. Silverman stated that the question of 
establishing such a committee had arisen first in 1945; he 
considered that it should now receive official recognition, 
a8 Rosenseft, who was only the official spokesman for H8hne 
Camp, found himself continually in the position of spokesman 
for Jewish communities outside this Camp, He considered 
that the C.C.G, Authorities were faced with the fact that 
Rosensaft and his Héhne Conmittee were acting in the capacity 
of a central committee, and that this fact should be officially 
recognised, 


The Chancellor promised to investigate this matter, 


(2)  Gottage Industries et E4hne Camp, Mr. Silverman 
mentioned that the J.C.R.A. had applied fer permission to 
obtain material for the commencement of a small furniture9 
making industry at Héhne Camp, He was informed that this 
scheme wes being investigated. 


Mr. Ivimy interviewed Mr. Rosensaft whilst the latter 
was in London to discuss variout Jewish matters, Colonel 
Solomon was also present. The following points were

(1) Rosensaft again raised the question of the 

este “ishnent of the Central Committee for Jews in the 
British Zone (the samo line of argmacnt as Mr. Silverman 
adopted in his interview with tho Chancellor), He was 
informed that this question could not be considered at 
present, 


(2) ‘The question, however, of establishing a Committee 
representing all Jewish D.Ps with Rosensaft as its Head, 
is now being investigated, ‘The question of permitting 
representatives of German Jews to join this Committee 
will not be considered, 


(3)  Rosensaft commented on the low morale of the Jewish 
DPs in Hthne Camp, whose one hope appeared to be that 
they would one day receive certificates for Palestine, 

If anything could he done to encourage this hope he would 
be grateful. 


(4) Mrs Ivimy emphasised that there wore many matters 
concerning Jewish Drs wlich had been, or were being, 
dealt with in London, and which were purely local affairs, 
He felt that the best way of dealing with them was, to 
settle them in the Zone and not refer them to London. 
This it is hoped will be done in future, now that the 
H&bne Committee has got official recognition, Rosensaft 
y agreed with this principle but seemed ea bit 
the4 it is capable of being applied, He 

uty doce not deiieve that the vocegnition of his 
committes is going to produce a more w-cperativo frame

We have just heard that Colonel Solomon has resigned, mainly on 
account of his objections to the present allocation of immigration
